Success of the Special Education classes, in which 23 prob- 

lem students were placed after parent-administrator conferences, 
is indicated by the fact that no student who has received train- 
in these classes has had additional referrals from teachers

The Special Education classes are designed to give assist- 
ance to students who have been referred to administrators by 
their teachers, and after conferences with parents. 

Students who are removed from regular classes and placed 
in the Special Education classes are given increased individual 
attention from teachers with the hope of improving behavior 


| patterns. 


Special Education teachers have reported that definite im- 
provement has been shown by approximately 50 per cent of 
the students placed in these classes. 

Included in the committee's report was a list of 23 students 
who were placed in the classes and reasons for the action. 

Four Point Program 

The four basic points of the committee’s program follow: 

1. To inform students clearly of what is expected of them 
and to enforce such standards uniformly and consistently. 

2 To utilize all available school and community facilities 
in the solution of a student's maladjustment should he exhibit 
non-conformist tendencies. 

To help the student assume a considerable degree of 
responsibility for his own behavior. 

4. To remove the student from school in order that he not 
interfere with the educational progress of others in case all 
facilities are exhausted with no appreciable betterment in be-

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EDITORIAL 


Eliot Plan For City’s Growth 
Affects All Property Owners 


The “Eliot Plan” for zoning Upland is going to directly or 
indirectly affect every property owner in the community if 
adopted. 

It is up to members of the city planning commission and 
the city council to finally act on the proposal but it is up to 
each property owner to become acquainted with the proposal 
and to learn NOW how his property will be affected. 

The “Eliot Plan” is only a suggestion now. Eventually, it 
may become the basis for a new zoning plan. Changes may 
be made in his proposal and if they are going to be made, 
NOW is the time to offer suggestions. The next planning com- 
mission meeting is Dec. 11 when all persons will be welcomed. 

This discussion does not concern the plan itself. Rather, we 
are emphasizing the importance of becoming aware of restric- 
tions that will be placed in guiding future growth of the com- 
munity. Property owners are going to be “regulated” as to 
how their property can be used. The new zoning proposal 
will bring “regulation’”’ very close home to every property 
owner. 

Good zoning, if it is to be effective, must be reasonably 
stringent and based on a long range program. Charles Eliot, 
the city’s planning consultant, has offered his recommenda- 
tions after a careful study of our current land uses and after 
studying the many problems involved in community growth. 

Mr. Eliot’s recommendations are now before the commun- 
ity. He has given us the answer as to what he thinks is “best 
for Upland.” 

If all of us are willing to accept Mr. Eliot's answer then 
there is no need for further discussion. 

In any event, we believe everyone in Upland should be 
well versed in what is planned. 

In general, most of the property owners west of the, Euclid 
avenue frontage will be “restricted” in changing any of their 
properties according to the zoning proposal. Citrus growers 
can continue their present operations but they can build a 
residence on their property only under certain restrictions. 
From Sixteenth street and north only one residence can be 
built on each five-acre parcel. In other words, a person living 
on his own five-acre grove, cannot build another residence 
on that five acres according to the Eliot plan. Likewise, 
he could not sell off any parcel of the five acres for the pur- 
pose of building a residence. 

South of Sixteenth street to a point near Foothill boulevard 
and westward, the minimum sized residential lot would be 
21/2 acres. Other zones are proposed for minimum sized lots. 


The map published on The Upland News front page today 
was prepared by Mr. Eliot and it deserves very close study. 

All of the southland is in an era of great change and Up- 
land is in line for more residential building. 

What is best for Upland? Shall the Eliot plan be adopted 
as proposed? How should it be changed? 

It is YOUR property that will be affected. The answer lies 
with YOU.

Adult Classes 
At Chaffey Are

Winter term for Chaffey Adult 
classes opened Dec. 1.
